Wisconsin Holsteins Make Impressive Showing

to satisfy anybody that Wisconsin has the largest 
Holstein show in captivity. 

Falling off about 200 in numbers and just a bit down 
in quality the Holstein exhibit at the Wisconsin State 
Fair last week nevertheless proved very satisfactory 
from the standpoint of breed progress as far as interest 
in showing and develcpment of type goes in that great 
Holstein state. Eighty-five exhibitors showed a total of 
approximately 500 good Holsteins, 325 in the open classes 
and over 150 in the caif club show, which this year was a 
real feature. 

The show failed to bring out any sensational show 
animals. Its champions will not this year, as last, be the 
National champions. Some of the classes failed to rise 
above mediocrity. But rarely has better quality prevailed 
so far down the lines in so many classes, mentioning the 
aged cows and the gets-of-sires in particular. And inas- 
much as these are two of the most important classes of 
any Holstein show and because the young classes of both 
sexes were quite good in quality throughout we see very 
littie for Wisconsin to become alarmed over. Her breed- 
ers flock to the show ring. They drag in darned good 
ones. They know their way around as show men. It’s 
all right, felks. 

Starting off on Tuesday Judge R. E. Haeger of Algon- 
quin, Illinois, who seems to be acquiring quite a reputa- 
tion as a Holstein judge, found three days work ahead of 
him. He rattled off the male classes on Tuesday, took 


W ELL, there was not a thousand of them, but enough 


the following day for the females and county herds and 
finished up shortly after noon Thursday. Be it said that 
we heard not one complaint and of course being there 
merely to report what took place we saw not one thing 
to criticize. If the ringside is fairly well satisfied or bet- 
ter. what if the reporter does prefer the junior yearling 
to the senior. Who is he bursting into raucous cries just 
because his own half baked theories regarding type are 
messed up once in a while? It is only when the judge 
runs amuck and kills several hot favorites in his wild 
career about the ring that the scribes become authorized 
by their zealous regard for justice to nail the judicial pelt 
to the old barn door. 

But hold on, we are supposed to be reporting the Wis- 
consin State Fair Holstein show. 

In point of honors won, three herds stood out a bit 
above the crowd at Wisconsin. Pabst Farms, Jefferson 
County Asylum each won four blues. Pabst won first 
twice with cows and twice in groups. Jefferson won three 
times with females and once with groups. J. D. McDonald 
won three blues but had the red ribbon more times than 
the other two. Each of the three won a championship. 
McDonalé had Senior .and Grand Championship on his 
very good two-year-old bull. Jefferson piloted their spiffy 
senior yearling\full sister to Madam Artis Wayne Denver 
to another junior championship, and Pabst had a wonder- 
ful dairy four-year-old daughter of Creator installed as 
Senior and Grand Champion female when the smoke blew 
away. Pabst won the get of sire class with Creator get.

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The only outside herd that made the show, that of Carl 
E. Rudolph of llinois, took blues in the only two male 
classes in which it competed. The three-year-old bull 
that Rudolph showed, Tower Hill King, is one of the very 
good three-vear-olds out this year. He was a top notcher 
last year in the two-year-old class. The junior champion 
male was a real dairy junior yearling shown by a syndicate 
of breeders from Sheboygan County. E. C. Wipperman. 
Louis Schreiber and E. J. Beuchel are the owners. 


Eleven aged bulls met the judge at the first station. 
It was, to be honest, not quite up to the usual Wisconsin 
standards. The former Viall and Abbott bull, son of Tri- 
tomia Ormsby Pietertje and now owned by the Wisconsin 
School for the Blind brought the Wisconsin Instition 
their first and, as it proved, only blue although the insti- 
tutions were strong contenders all through the show. 
Judge Haeger liked him best because of more dairy qual- 
ity. Vincent Bros. has second choice, a smooth fellow, 
perhaps a bit too much so. Piek demonstrated that the 
influence of the famous Johanna Rag Apple Pabst still 
is to be reckoned with in Wisconsin by taking third on a 
son. Mr. Piek stood up often on sons and daughters of 
the old bull that now makes his home in Canada. Fourth 
in this class went to a son of another bull to be reckoned 
with in Wisconsin, Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince. 
Rudolph’s three-year-old competing for the first time in 
his own class won handily and Pabst Admiration showing 
nearly as well as ever took second. King Richmond Pon- 
tiac, another famous show bull of former vears bowed 
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as before this season to the Rudolph entry. Pabst Admir. 
ation simply emphasized it. 

Whether King Homestead Piebe Lad is the best two. 
year-old of the year won’t be definitely known for q few 
weeks. Haeger we believe is inclined to think he is, Me. 
Donald has surely uncovered a good one. He won hands 
down in the two-year-old class. It was not even close 
Despite the fact that the younger bulls showed more tal. 
ent than the older fellows the two-year-old had no trouble 
in becoming the Grand Champion after sending the older 
ones to the cleaners for Senior. 

A son of General Homestead Mercedes was best senior 
yearling and the Wipperman-Schreiber-Beuchel entry best 
of the juniors and good enough to be made Junior Cham. 
pion. Judge Haeger stopped to explain his placing jy 
this class because the second prize bull from Racine 
county had a bit better top line and looked pretty goog 
to the ringside. But the winner had it on him in dairy 
quality as could be seen when Bob pointed out. ; 

Christ and Braman showed a dairy calf for senior ang 
Mr. Rudolph who had come up from Illinois had a fine 
junior calf in front. Competition was keener and quality 
better as the bull classes grew younger. It looks like a 
great show next year. 

The female classes were very interesting and at times 
hotly contested. The numbers ran from fourteen to over 
fifty and quality while not All-American perhaps was suf. 
ficiently generous to run down about as far as the rib.

Holsteins at New York State Fair

entered in the Calf Club classes, Holsteins made 

a very excellent showing at the New York State 
Fair August 29- September 3. Exhibitors were present 
from four outside states and New York and the competi- 
tion was strong from beginning to end. Chief honors in 
the show were divided between Yates Farm, Orchard 
Park, New York, and the Robertson Farms, York, Penn- 
sylvania, each having a grand champion and each string 
having to its credit six first prize winners in the open 
classes, Yates having one blue in the Advanced Registry 
class open only to cows bred and owned in New York 
State. Yates had six seconds and four thirds as against 
five seconds and two thirds for Robertson. Baker Farm. 
Rockingham, New Hampshire, was also a strong factor 
throughout, taking two blues and one junior championship 
as well as four seconds and three thirds. R. E. Eddy, 
Poultney, Vermont, had two first prize winners. H. V. 
Bump, of Cambridge, New York, had one blue ribbon win- 
ner that was also a senior champion and Hurlwood 
Farms, Ashley Falls, Massachusetts, likewise had a blue 
ribbon winner. There were seven county herds in com- 
petition from five counties, Washington and Onondaga

counties each having two herds on exhibition. This ac- 
counted for the large number of exhibitors and there was 
noteworthy improvement in the condition of the county 
herd entries and the evidence of care taken in the selec- 
tion and showing. There was much interest in the butter 
test for liberal cash prizes and the $1,000 Alasa Farms 
cup. and here again the Holsteins shone, the two Hol- 
stein entries of the six competing taking first and sec- 
ond, an Ayrshire in third place and Milking Shorthorns 
fourth and fifth and a jersey in last position. K MDKS§ 
Colantha, who won this cup last year for Yates Farm, 
repeated this year with a good, margin and it was very 
pleasing that this great producer, who has an i,100-lb. 
yearly record, was good enough individually to go through 
as the outstanding grand champion female of the show. 
Yates and Baker strings, neither of which scored in the 
bull classes, acounted for all of the blues in the female 
individual classes, Yates having all three contenders for 
senior championship honors and first prize heifer calf 
to compete with the two Baker yearlings. Baker Farm 
Triune Silda Shephard, a daughter of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe 27th, winner in the senior yearling class, made a

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Iowa’s Holstein Show Best in Their History

State Fair was conceded to be the best in the 

history of that great show. This was due in part 
to the greatly increased premium money offered in the 
Holstein classes anc also to the fact that Iowa comes in 
a stragetic position on several strong circuits, notwith- 
standing the fact that it comes the same week as the State 
Fairs of Wisconsin, Ohio and New York. The judge, J. P. 
Eves, of Des Moines, had a real job, not only because of 
the large numbers but also because of the splendid qual- 
ity in the classes all the way down the line. In many of 
the classes. the top animal was perhaps not as outstanding 
as at some of the other shows, but it is doubtful if any 
state fair this year has put on a show with a larger pro- 
portion of creditable animals. For instance, in the bull 
calf class, with thirty-five calves in the ring, the judge 
found only four or five calves which he dared send to the 
barn. The same proportion held true in the heifer calf 
class which numbered fifty head. 

The Paul P. Stewart bull, Tritomia Ormsby Pietertje, 
who made such a creditable showing last year as a three- 
year-old, was selected as the first prize aged bull in a 
class of ten excellent bulls, and went through to senior 
and grand championship. This bull was a member of the 
first prize Get of Sire at the National last fall, being a 
son of Tritomia Ormsby Pietertje, himself a National 
grand champion in 1921. While we would like to see a 
little more scale in a grand champion of such a show as 
the one at Des Moines, he made quite an acceptable grand 
champion, being rather hard to fault except with respect 
to size and stretch. He is particularly strong in the loin 
where so many bulls are apt to be a trifie weak. 

Carnation’s big bull, Prince Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac, 
is showing rather better than last year when he won sev- 
eral championships. and was given second place over 
Fcrum Patriarch, with Minnehaha Sir Pietertje Ormsby, 
the Femco aged bull, in fourth place. The strength of 
the show is indicated by the fact that Cherokee Piebe 
Erica, who last year was first prize aged bull at Water- 
loo, was crowded down to fifth place in this strong class. 

The Griffith three-year-old, Canary Paul Anna Home- 
stead, was put in first place over Blue Earth Duke Ormsby 
shown by Femco Farms, reversing the decision made by 
Haeger at Sedalia the previous week. Carnation won the 
blue in the two-year-old class with Prince Tobe Johanna 
Beets, the maternal brother to their aged bull. This 
youngster just misses being a world beating two-year-old 
by reason of lack of stretch. If he were a few months 
younger he would show as a senior yearling, in which 
class he would be almost unbeatable. The Chapman bull, 
Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, made an acceptable second. 
Femco Pride, last year’s reserve All-American calf, won 
his second blue of the year for Femco Farms in the senior 
yearling class. 


Wise over 300 Holsteins entered, the show at Iowa 





Eves fcund his jumior champion in the junior yearling, 
Carnation Romeo Colantha, a son of Sir Romeo Mildred 
Colantha, owned by Carnation. The decision was quite 
close between this buil and two others, Forum Diamond 
Designer, owned by Forum Farms, and Ormsby Mudcura 
Triune, owned by Mudcura Farms. There was consid- 
erable division of opinion around the ringside as to how 
these bulls should be placed, and the judge, himself, 
studied a long time before making the awards in the 
order named. Forum scored in the bull calf class with 
Forum Royal Patriarch, the Missouri junior champion and 
a son of their grand champion cow. 

The Females 

The grand champion cow just referred to was Long 
Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy of the Forum string, who 
headed a very exceptional class of twenty-two aged cows. 
This great four-year-old has been grand champion wher- 
ever shown this year and with a little better udder would 
deserve to rank with the great show cows of all times. 
She is showing practically dry, having about finished a 305- 
day record of around 800 ibs. butter as a three-year-old, 
and having started this record on the show circuit last 
year. She is also a wonderful breeding cow. being the 
dam of the blue ribbon calf, referred to above, and also the 
dam of Forum Josie Ormsby, who was one of the out- 
standing heifer calves of 1926. 

Rhoda Johanna Pietertje, the Board of Control cow 
that was grand champion at last year’s Iowa State Fair 
and elsewhere, made a very good second and Nooksack 
Irma Segis of the Carnation string beat out Forum’s sec- 
ond entry, Forum Pontiac Queen, for third place. Jennie 
De Kol Segis Walker, last year’s Reserve All-American 
four-year-old now owned by A. J. King, was in fifth piace, 
over Femco’s famous grand champion of last year, De Kol 
Clothilde Monona. 

The three-year-old class was a battle royal with Miss 
Lassie Ormsby, Griffith’s famous $3,950 heifer, taking first 
place over Johanna De Kol Colantha Mercedes. another 
wonderful three-year-old owned by Mudcura. The Car- 
nation entry, Canary Posch Dewdrop, was perhaps the best 
bodied heifer in the ring, but her udder was not as good 


as those of the two heifers placing above her. The sec- 
ond Carnation heifer placed fourth over the Chapman 
three-year-old Winnemaug Pauline Korndyke, who has 


been winning first at former shows. 

A. J. King got his first blue in the two-year-old class on 
Diona Fayne Triune Ormsby, the daughter of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 4th that was such an outstanding junior 
yearling last year. Hargrove & Arnold had a daughter of 
Triune Ormsby Piebe in second place over Carnation’s 
daughter of Matador Segis Walker 6th. Forum Diana 
Masterpiece, who topped the class at Aurora and Missouri, 
was in fifth place, the Griffith entry placing ahead of her.

the open Holstein classes, but the breeders of ohio 

were hardly able to keep up their end in com- 
parison with the strong exhibits from outside the state, 
which were attracted by the liberal premiums offered. 
Three herds from Illinois, two from Michigan and one 
each from Indiana and Kentucky made the going too fast 
for the home state exhibitors in every class but two, 
although one of these Ohio blue ribbon winners went 
through to a junior championship. Elmwood Farms, 
owned by R. V. Rasmussen, Deerfield, Illinois, was the 
heavy winner, taking nine, or just one-half, of the blue 
ribbons, together with five seconds and four thirds, and 
one senior and grand championship. Detroit Creamery 
Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigan, had two blue ribbon 
winners, one of which was senior and grand champion 
cow, and the other, the junior champion male. Arbu 
Farms, Oxford, Michigan, had two blue ribbon winners, 
as did Elmer Frazier of Middletown, Indiana, while Rock 
River Farms, Byron, Illinois, took one blue, this being 
the coveted Get of Sire Class, while the only Ohio ex- 
hibitors breaking into the blue ribbon column were Rieck 
Certified Dairy Farms of Rootstown, with the first prize 
junior yearling that later became junior champion of the 
show, and Frank Koons of Medina, whose entry took the 
three-year-old bull class without competition. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, heading the Elmwood 
string, continued his unbroken series of grand champion- 
ships, this being the third of the present season in four- 
year-old form. He will be remembered as the All- 
American three-year-old of last year, and the All-American 
two-year-old of 1925, and is better than ever this year. 
Detroit Creamery Farms: had a popular grand champion 
in their great cow, Lady Boon Jewel Fayne, who was 
grand champion at Michigan last year, and second prize 
at last year’s National, being beaten only by the All- 
American aged cow. She was showing close to freshening 
here and there are few cows that would have beaten her 
as she looked at Columbus. DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, 
the junior herd sire at Detroit Creamery Farms, made 
his first appearance in the show ring, winning the junior 
yearling class handily and finally taking junior champion- 
ship over Elmwood’s great calf, King Bessie Pietertje 
Ormsby, the young son of Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby 
that started at the two Illinois shows with junior cham- 
pionships. He won his class easily here, but the better 
style and more attractive carriage of the Detroit year- 
ling rather overbalanced the superior depth of the calf 
in placing the championship awards. Both of these 
youngsters will go far before the season ends. Rieck 
Certified Dairy had a really outstanding junior yearling 
heifer in Rieck Farm Lavera Belle, whose size and 
strength along with refinement in every detail made a

very popular junior champion over the Elmwood ¢ajf 
and senior yearling winners. 

The strength of the Elmwood string is shown by the 
fact that they took first and second graded herd in this 
competition. Incidently, Jim Bollerup has them out jy 
the pink of condition. In fact, there were a lot of very 
well fitted cattle in this show, special mention in this 
respect being due also Detroit Creamery Farms and Arby 
Farms, who have evidently been putting a lot of work 
on their animals for this season’s shows, while Rock 
River Farms, Frazier, Randolph, and others were not 
far behind. 

High lights in the show include the aged bull class 
of ten, in which the first eight entries, according to Judge 
Hansen and other ringside observers, would outclass a 
similar number in any ring called to mind. The tops in 
the aged cow class were also very unusual, with Bel] 
Farm Hattie of the Detroit Creamery string coming 
through to third place as a real challenger for Lady 
Boon Jewel Fayne, the champion, and Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, the Elmwood entry that has been such a 
consistent winner this season and last. The heifer calf 
class of forty is another that deserves special mention. 
Sixteen survived the first cut and there were many that 
went to the barn that would be considered almost cer- 
tain money calves in most state fair rings. Similarly 
in the junior yearling class, fifteen out of twenty-one 
were kept in for further study by Judge Hansen. Hansen, 
by the way, did one of the most satisfactory pieces of 
judging we have ever witnessed. He did the job quickly, 
but in a thorough and business-like manner that could 
always be followed by the ringside with perfect clarity.

Elmwood Farms, R. V. Ras-

HE Canadian National Exhibition, widely known as 
T the world’s greatest annual exhibition, this year 

prought out one of the largest and best exhibits of 
Holsteins on the western continent. With nearly 300 
head on exhibition, Holsteins far outnumbered all other 
preeds, all of them coming from the Province of Ontario 
with the exception of the Raymondale herd from Vaud- 
reuil, Quebec. Classes were well filled for the most part 
with good quality a long way down the line, especially 
in the female classes, the class for aged cows not in milk 
making one of the greatest exhibits ever brought to- 
gether. We hope to have a picture of the prize winners 
in this class for early publication. The large number of 
good ones present made it a difficult job for the judge 


‘ who was the veteran breeder, James A. Pettie. 


The biggest winner of the show was J. W. Innes & 
Sons, Woodstock, Ontario, who had the grand champion 
pull, junior and reserve grand champion female, five 
firsts in the open individual classes, three firsts in the 
open group classes, and three firsts in the R. O. P. and 
special classes. Arbogast Brothers were not far behind 
Innes & Sons, either in total prize money won or in 
high honors won, having grand champion female and all 
reserve championships in bulls, and winning four firsts 
in the open individual classes, one in the open group 
classes, and two in the R. O. P. and special classes. The 
Arbogasts made an especially strong showing in the Get 
of Sire, taking first, second and seventh in a class of 
seventeen entries. Other successful exhibitors were T. O. 
Dolson with the first prize two-year-old bull and first 
prize three-year-old heifer not milking; David Smith & 
Son with first prize aged cow in milk and first prize jun- 
ior heifer calf and also taking first on breeders herd 
and breeders graded herd; Raymondale Farm with re- 
serve junior champion heifer; A. H. Caffyn with the jun- 
for champion bull; Haley & Lee had the first prize 
yearling bull and a first prize winner in one of the 
R. O. P. classes, being strong contenders in almost every 
class. These were the only exhibitors to win first prizes 
in the open classes, but thirty-one other exhibitors shared 
in the prize. 


The Bulls 


Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, the great three-year-old owned 
by J. W. Innes & Sons, added another to his long string 
of grand championships at Toronto. This bull was un- 
defeated in class last year over the strongest possible 
Canadian circuit and has been grand champion wherever 
shown this year. Competing as a three-year-old against 
more mature bulls, he was outstanding for type and qual- 
ity and with another year’s growth and development to 
give him a little more size and scale, he is likely to 
prove the equal of almost any aged bull in North Amer- 
ica. He is a son of the former National Dairy Show 
grand champion, Aaggie Sylvia, and is himself sire of 
Many of the best of the younger members of the Innes 
show herd. 


In second place was Arbogast Brothers’ new herd sire. 
Echo Hartog Mercedes, who was making first appear- 
ance in the ring at a major show. According to the 
vanadian practice, his second prize ribbon entitled him 
to compete for reserve championship, and he was award- 
ed both reserve senior and reserve grand honors. Sir 
Sylvia Dewdrop, a son of May Sylvia Pontiac Cornu- 
copia, bred by Haley & Lee, and exhibited by Oliver 
Brothers, was a very creditable third. 

In the two-year-old class, Ivan Burke, owned by T. O. 
Dolson, was outstanding. This bull was junior champion 
at both the Royal and the C. N. E. last year as a junior 
yearling, and is the son of the famous McPhee bull, Sir 
Francy Mercena Burke, who has three times had All- 
American honors. 

The junior champion was found in the senior yearling 
Class, he being Major Mercena Sylvius, owned by A. H. 
Caffyn and exhibited with the Innes string. He has been 
successful in getting first in class at all of the western 
Province fairs with the exception of Calgary where he 
was second, and is certainly one of the outstanding sen- 
ior yearlings of the present season. Haley & Lee had a 





bull of their own breeding, King Abbekerk Susie, in first 
place in the junior yearling class, with a son of Sir Fran- 
cy Mercena Burke, exhibited by J. B. Jackson, Ltd., in 
second place. Arbogast Brothers had three bulls inside 
the money in the senior calf class, taking first, fourth 
and eighth, the first prize bull, Prince Colanthus Gerben, 
being made reserve junior champion. Innes & Son took 
second with a son of their grand champion bull and won 
the junior calf class with another son of the same sire. 


The Females 


As already stated, the class for aged cows in calf but 
not in milk was about as great an aggregation of good, 
useful appearing cows as has ever been brought togeth- 
er. At the head of the class of twenty-two, Mr. Rettie 
put Dutchland Alcartra Grace, bred and exhibited by Ar- 
bogast Brothers. She is a cow of much the same- type 
as last year’s All-American cow, having great size and 
strength throughout with an enormous depth of body, but 
perhaps not quite as much dairy quality as some of our 
judges like, which was undoubtedly the reason why she 
did not get more consideration for the championship. 
In second place was Hilda Alcartra De Kol, the cow with 
which Innes & Sons have been winning so many cham- 
pionships this year. She was followed by Haley & Lee’s 
grand old breeding cow, Gypsy Posch Ruby, with Ray- 
mondale’s Ottawa grand champion, Laningdale Queen 
Jess, in fourth place. Any one of these four would have 
made an acceptable top in almost any show ring and 
the opinion of the ring side was not at all unanimous 
as to how these four animals might have been placed. 
The cows inside the money and quite a number of oth- 
ers that were outside the money were the kind that 
would attract attention almost any place. In fact, there 
was not one in the entire class of twenty-two that could 
be classed as an undesirable. 

The dry three-year-old class, while not as sensational 
as the aged class just preceding it, was very good, first 
and second places going to two daughters of Count Paul 
Echo Posch, the Yates Farms herd sire, both exhibited 
by T. O. Dolson. The dry two-year-old class brought out 
the grand champion of the show in Wildwood Iantha, 
owned by Arbogast Brothers. This is a very strong two- 
year-old daughter of Colony Major Posch Tensen, who 
had another first prize daughter in the show. The Innes 
two-year-old, Aaggie Sylvia 3d, a maternal sister to the 
grand champion bull, was a good second in the dry two- 
year-old class. 

The milking classes were not as sensational in most 
cases as the dry classes, but some very good tops were 
found. In the aged class, David Smith & Son had a very 
good dairy type cow, Sprucedale Jemina, in first place, 
she being made reserve senior champion of the show. 
Aleartra Colantha Ormsby, who was All-American three- 
year-old in 1925 and dam of the All-American junior 
yearling of 1926, won second for Innes & Sons in this 
class. The milking three-year-old class was headed by 
a sister to Arbogast Brothers grand champion two-year- 
old, she also shown by Arbogast, Raymondale having a 
very good one in second place. Innes’ All-American jun- 
ior yearling of 1926, C. V. Alcartra Toitilla Ormsby, head- 
ed the milking two-year-old class, while David Smith & 
Son had a daughter of their first prize cow in second 
place. Innes also had third and eighth as well as first 
in this class of thirteen. 

The senior yearling class was headed by Raymondale 
Fobes Inka, of the Raymondale string, she being a 
daughter of the famous Wisconsin Fobes 7th sired by 
Brookholm Inka. This is quite an outstanding senior 
yearling and was made reserve junior champion on a 
decision that might have gone either way, the champion- 
ship finally going to the Innes junior yearling, Winona 
Lennox De Kol, who was also juniorschampion at Ottawa 
and elsewhere. Innes had another competitor for junior 
championship in the first prize senior heifer calf, in 
which class Haley & Lee had second and Raymondale 
third. The smaller exhibitors had their innings in the 
junior calf class where none of the four largest exhibit-

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How Shows Serve 


E are more and more impressed with the service 

which our shows, local, state, sectional and na- 

tional, are rendering to the purebred industry. 
Their advertising value both for the breed at large and 
for the individual exhibitors participating, is generally 
recognized and requires no elaboration here. The same 
is true for the educational value, both for the breeders 
participating and the public at the ringside. 

There is another feature, however, that deserves to 
rank with these other phases in importance, but which is 
not usually given as much consideration. We refer to 
the service shows render in stimulating interest and pep 
among the breeders resulting in the adoption of better 
methods of care and development and re-doubled effort 
to breed better animals because of the friendly rivalry 
thus aroused. 

We have in mind one community that has been a 
pioneer in the breeding of pure bred Holsteins. Some of 
the most famous animals and families of the breed have 
been bred and developed here, but for some years past 
interest in the breed has been at a rather low ebb. A 
number of the older herds that had been leaders in the 
development of the industry had passed out of existence. 
The center of active development of the industry passed 
westward, development of the local herds largely ceased 
and buyers got out of the habit of coming to that com- 
munity to look for breeding stock. 


Then came the turning point. Through wise local 
leadership, a concerted drive was made to eliminate 
tuberculosis with the result that there are now perhaps 
more accredited herds in this county than in any other 
county in the state. A wide-a-wake county agent got the 
breeders started with a herd improvement association. 
The county organization took a new lease of life and put 
forth considerable effort to get out a representative show 
at the local fair with selection of a county herd from 
among the winners to compete in the state wide county 
herd contest at the state fair. 


The clean-up campaign and the revival of testing were 
perhaps necessary preliminaries, but the show ring ac- 
tivity in this county in the past two or three years is 
bearing fruit this present season. The showing of Hol- 
steins at the local fair surpassed in numbers and quality 
any previous showing of the earlier days. The- eattle 
were brought out in better fit for show and the tops from 
that exhibit taken to the state fair won first prize in the 
county herd contest. The breeders participating in this 
showing are giving their animals a better chance than 
they ever had before. They are growing their young stock 
better. They have brought a number of very high class 
bulls into the county during the past year and the whole 
tone of the industry has been changed during the past 
two years. Bankers and businessmen of the county who 
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had been pessimistic over the future of the Holstein jp. 
dustry because of the local recession of interest from 
earlier days, seemed to be as proud of these achievements 
of the Holsteins of this county as the breeders themselves. 

The experience of this one county is not unique. The 
same thing is taking place in hundreds of communities 
all over the country with a cumulative effect on the aq. 
vancement of the breeding industry of an importance 
almost impossible to compute. The shows alone are not 
responsible for this improvement, but they are an im. 
portant link in the chain. Clean herds are a primary 
essential and with this as a foundation there is nothing 
that can take the place of a program of testing and show- 
ing to advance the business of breeding pure bred dairy 
cattle, both in its financial returns and the interest and 
pleasure breeders get out of it. 


Dry Cows in the Shows 


VIDENTLY Bob Haeger gave the boys at Wisconsin 
EF; quite a lecture on the practise of showing dry cows 

in the cow classes at our shows, according to Frank 
Price’s report of the Wisconsin show. We think Haeger’s 
point is well taken and the growing tendency of our show 
men to bring out dry cows ought to be discouraged, or, 
perhaps better yet, the Canadian practice of dividing the 
classes and having separate classifications for cows in 
milk and dry cows should be adopted. With a dry cow, 
the judge is forced to guess at what her udder will be like 
after freshening and in many cases the dry cow is handi- 
capped from the fact that her udder is not made up. On 
the other hand some of these cows which come out year 
after year to the shows in dry form at least lay them- 
selves open to suspicion that they are getting away with 
something that would prove a handicap if they were ex- 
hibited in fresh form. 

The British practise in their important shows, accord- 
ing to our information, is not only to require the cows to 
be in milk but also to require them to meet certain stand- 
ards of milk production. According to Jim Reynolds, who 
attended the Royal Show in England this summer, all 
entries in the cow class are required to be milked out at 
a certain time and they are milked again at time of show- 
ing and unless they produce more than the required stand- 
ard, they are not allowed to place. This year, at the 
British Royal, the cow which placed first on conformation 
failed to meet the production requirements and was thus 
debarred frum an award in the class. 


We would not favor such a drastic rule for our shows, 
but we believe that at least at some of our state and sec- 
tional shows uniform rules should be adopted providing 
separate classes for dry and milking animals for all ages 
from two years upward. We would amend the Canadian 
rules slightly, as the Canadian breeders have found a way 
to beat that. They breed their cows to freshen just. as 
close as possible to the most important show they expect 
to make. Then, if the cow has not freshened, she will 
show in the dry class although carrying all the attributes 
of a fresh cow in the way of udder, etc., and if she fresh- 
ens, she is transferred over to the milking class. 

This subject was under discussion also at New York 
State Fair where the situation in the two-year-old class 
was complicated by a string of milking two-year-olds and 
another line equally meritorious that was some distance 
away from freshening. Judge Elder started his line with 
heifers in milk and was not able to fit any of the dry 
heifers into the six money places, although the dry ones 
included some of the choicest things shown, being heifers 
that topped the junior yearling classes last year and were 
barely in the two-year-old class this year. 

Definite action along the line of dividing the female 
classes from two years upward might well come in the 
form of a recommendation from the International Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions in the interest of making 
the classifications uniform. Breeders are urged to take 
the subject up with the managements of their own state 
fairs, not only urging the splitting of these classes but 
also urging the secretary to bring the matter up for dis- 
cussion at the annual meeting of the International As- 
sociation of Fairs and Expositions next winter. One thing, 
perhaps, that would hold back this idea with the fair 
managements is the fact that with the increased number 
of classes there should go an increase in the amount of 
prize money offered. However, it is worth pointing out 
that there are no two classes in the shows where in- 
creased prize money could be spent to better advantage, 
resulting, as it would, in bringing out larger numbers 
of animals of milking age and in milk.

Another Side to the Milk Controversy 


E have a letter from Secretary C. W. Halliday of 
W the Sheffield Producers Cooperative Association, 

Inc., taking exception to the statements made in 
the news item appearing on page 17 of our issue of Aug- 
ust 27, regarding the New York milk situation. Mr. 
Halliday advises that the statement quoted that the Shef- 
field Farms intended to block the raise in milk prices 
until October 1, he knows to be absolutely untrue. He 
gives figures showing that the Sheffield prices have been 
consistently higher than the prices paid by other com- 
peting agencies in the New York market. It is not our 
purpose here to go into the merits of the controversy 
between these two large cooperative organizations in the 
New York district. We give both credit for acting in 
what they believe is the best interest of their members. 
Of one thing, however, we are convinced, and that is that 
the interest of individual members of each organization 
and the dairy industry generally would be better served 
by a more friendly and cooperative spirit between these 
two dairymen’s organizations. 


LMWOOD FARMS, which is the Rasmussen establish- 
E ment at Deerfield, Illinois, has recently issued an

good looking McDonald cow. The judge lines them up— 
Carnation, Pabst, Lorfeldt, McDonald and Rudolph with 
the other good cows and cow men of Wisconsin respect- 
fulling falling in where he tells them to. Here a fault is 
balanced by a defect there. Good quality all down the 
line for twenty-five places. And after the quiet, efficient 
and unobtrusive Roy T. Harris hands out the ribbons 
Judge Haeger delivers a lecture upon the class. He points 
out the superiorities of the Carnation cow and the Pabst 
cow. He balances Lorfeldt and McDonald. And then he 
tells them all why he feels more like putting up cows that 
are in milk and showing a Holstein udder than those at 
whose udders he must only guess. He thinks it is time 
to favor the cow that comes in the ring and advertises 
the wonderful milk giving qualities of the breed. It’s a 
hot, sharp lecture. It’s right to the point. “I’m getting 
sick and tired of seeing these cows come around to these 
shows year after year with no more evidences of pro- 
duction as far as udder goes than would indicate ability 
to color the morning coffee. I lined up fifteen cows at 
Aurora two weeks ago and there wasn’t a pint of milk in 
the whole fifteen. We will have to find some way to prove 
that the Holstein is a milk cow. That audience out there 
on the seats won’t guess it from seeing the udders on our 
show cows.” Pretty good stuff, judge. How about it, 
exhibitors? What do you say, Holstein men? Is he right? 

The four-year-old class, as at last year’s show brought 
out the Senior and Grand Champion female. Fourteen 
were shown, one of the smallest classes. Pabst Korndyke 
Cornflower 2d stood off the Carnation entry here and won 
on sheer dairy quality. Here was a great producer handi- 
capped by lack of fine show points but strong in breed 
character and evidences of production. She makes an 
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acceptable champion and her good short time and year 
record and the breeding she has helps her make up for a 
bit she may lack in championship flash. A Denver Prince 
daughter was outstanding three-year-old and another Mc- 
Donald had to be content with second. Again in the two- 
year-old class the colors of Creator flashed to the fore and 
another great producer somewhat lacking in finish and 
type flash was crowned. Perhaps Haeger, disappointed 
in not finding real flashy type is making for it with real 
producers. If so he is doing us some good. 


The yearlings were both daughters of Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince, long may he wave. The senior 
is a full sister of Madam Artis Wayne Denver and 
Haeger’s choice for junior champion. She is like her 
famous sister as a youngster, hard to fault badly, a ma- 
ture little thing. But we must not overlook the junior 
yearling. Pretty nice heifer that. May beat out the other 
lassie some time. Stuart Fleming of Jefferson having won 
the calf club competition with a handsome senior calf 
came into the ring and taught his elders something about 
calf type. Marlborough, Linker, McDonald, Zepplin and 
Rudolph, all had fine calves. We saw a young lady on the 
grounds—but she was not in this competition. 


McDonald and Jefferson made the competition in the 
aged herds and young herds each having a champion to 
help them. Heck Bros. had a very nice calf herd in first 
place with Milford Meadows giving notice that new show 
animals are coming along. Pabst, however, won two of 
the coveted groups when four offspring of Creator regis- 
tered for another time on the get of sire class and four 
good cows repeated for the blue in the dairy herd. Dutch- 
land Creamelle Denver Prince had to be content with sec- 
ond for the Creators were older. Both were well bal- 
anced. The twenty odd gets made a real picture of breed 
progress. It was in many ways the best class of the 
show. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Walcowis Sir Ollie 
had gets well up here, the former being fourth and the 
latter sixth. 

Nine county herds lined up for the competition in this 
special and a close fight between Jefferson and Waukesha 
brought victory to the former. Lacrosse and Sheboygan 
finished third and fourth. Other counties competing in- 
cluded Walworth, Washington, Manitowoc, Dane and 
Iowa. The special classes for Wisconsin Institutions 
brought out warm competition between the Southern Wis- 
consin Colony and Training School, the Industrial School 
for Boys, the School for Blind and the State Hospital for 
Insane. Glen Householder aided by good men in respon- 
sible positions at all those Institions is slowly but surely 
building real herds here.

Carnation Holsteins Win at Two 
Major Shows in Same Week 


To put out two show herds and 
exhibit in two different parts of the 
country at two major shows at the 
same time, is an accomplishment 
seldom if ever recorded in show 
ring history. Such is the accom- 
plishment however of the Carnation 
Milk Farms and it is of particular 
interest since both herds’ scored 
high in their respective showings.

In 
spite of the fact that there were 66 
different exhibitors of Holsteins, a 
large proportion of whom are small 
farmers, there was a_ surprisingly 
small number of what we call “Tail- 
enders.” Of the 66 exhibitors, 38 
shared in the prize money, nine of 
them winning at least one first prize 
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in either the open or special classes. 
* ce * 


With so large a_ proportion of 
farmer exhibitors, it is only natural 
that there would be some animals 
in the ring that were neither fitted 
nor shown as professional showmen 
fit and show their cattle. When I 
commented on this last year after 
the C. N. E. I inadvertently aroused 
the ire of a Canadian farm paper, 
for which I am _ sorry. Let me 
square myself in part by saying that 
if the tops of the C. N. E. come to 
the National at Memphis as planned, 
I expect they will win at least their 
share of the prizes.

In accordance with their announce- 
ment at the close of the 1926 season, 
Mount Victoria Farms are taking a 
brief vacation from the show ring 
this year. They are being urged, 
however, to help make up a Quebec 
Herd for the National Dairy Show 
and the Canadian Royal, but at last 
reports were still undecided whether 
to hold to their original promise or 
to yield to the entreaties of their 
Quebec brethren, who claim that a 
bad promise is better broken.

In my comment on the equipment 
of the C. N. E., I should have men- 
tioned the new cattle barn which is 
under the same roof as the coliseum. 
Although not quite completed this 
year, this gives promise of being the 
largest and best equipped cattle barn 
on any fairgrounds in North Amer- 
ica.

The annual meeting of The Na- 
tional Dairy Union for the year 1927, 
will be held at the Nicollet Hotel, 
Minneapolis, Tuesday, November 29, 
at 1:30 p. m., according to an an- 
nouncement made public at the office 
here on Saturday, by A. M. Loomis, 
Secretary. 

This session, in accordance with a 
custom which has prevailed for a ma- 
jority of the annual meetings for the 
past decade, will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the sessions of the National 
Association of Creamery Buttermak- 
ers, which is to be in session for two 
days at this time at the hotel Nicollet. 
The National Dairy Union program 
will include brief consideration of 
the finances of the national organiza- 
tion, which are reported by the sec- 
retary to be in good condition, the 
election of a new board of directors 
for the ensuing year, and a discussion 
of the continued menace of Oleomar- 
garine and of legislative measures 
under consideration nationally and in 
various states, to increase the pro- 
tection which the public and the in- 
dustry demands from this substitute 
product. 

Speakers and a detailed program 
will be announced early in the fall.

satisfactory junior champion. The grand champion bull 
was the junior yearling, King Piebe of York 39th, a son of 
King Piebe of York, shown by Robertson. He is a young- 
ster of great flash and good substance, rather better in 
the back and shoulder than the Yates entry, Prince Abbe- 
kerk Colantha Posch, who gave him a real battle for place 
in class, the Yates entry being especially good in the 
rump with more width through the pins than’ the cham- 
pion carried. In the senior yearling class, yast year’s All- 
American calf made his first appearance for 1927 and 
won the blue handily. This young bull, Hurlwood Sir 
Segis Walker, showed great substance but in the cham- 
pionship contest with the Robertson bull was faulted 
for too much thickness in the shoulders and a tendency 
to weakness back of the shoulders where the other bull 
was especially strong. He was also handicapped when it 
came to splitting hairs by a tendency to awkwardness in 
movement. H. V. Bump took the senior championship 
with his well grown two-year-old son of Marathon Bess 
Burke 10th out of the great 1,000-lb. foundation dam, 
Emma Pontiac Ilex, that has produced other winners in 
previous years. The older bull classes, both of which 
were won by entries of R. E. Eddy. were small in numbers 
and did not measure up in quality to the younger bull 
classes. The uniformity of the Robertson string which 
was largely sired by King Piebe of York, his great son 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, was evident in the 
group classes, where they placed first in all except graded 
herd, which was won by Yates for the fifth consecutive 
year. In the get of sire class, King Piebe of York placed 
first and third, a remarkable showing in this competition. 

The awards were made by T. E. Elder, of Massa- 
chusetts, and gave general satisfaction. He was very 
painstaking in going over the classes, taking two full 
days for the judging. About the only place in the show 
where differences of opinion of any moment developed 
was in the placing of the county herd class which had 
been generally conceded to Washington county on account 
of its fine showing throughout in the individual classes. 
The Oswego county group, although containing few in- 
dividuals that had been inside the money, was awarded 
first on account of its uniformity. Qnondaga county also 
had a very creditable group, this being the home county 
of the state fair. We think special credit should be given 
to the showing made by the Washington county breeders 
who came a long distance to the show with a very highly 
creditable exhibit built largely on the blood of that great 
champion of other years, North Star General Champion. 
In addition to their two complete herds of Holsteins, one 
herd of another breed was sent from this county, the 
whole exhibit being in charge of County Agent Stack. 
The Washington county line-up this year showed very 
clearly the benefits which come from participation year 


after year in the state-wide county herd contests.

In Circular No. 3-C, entitled 
“Proved Dairy Sires.” just issued by 
the department. the authors discuss 
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the influence of dairy sires on the 
production of their daughters, com- 
ment on the problem of keeping the 
bulls until their value has been deter- 
mined through the records of their 
daughters, and point out the economy 
in the use of feed by high-producing 
cows. 

Up to the present time, about 270 
dairy bulls have been proved by com- 
paring the records of five or more 
daughters of each sire with the rec- 
ords of the dams of the daughters. A 
much larger number of sires has 
been partially proved through a com- 
parison of the records of a smaller 
number of daughters with the records 
of their dams. 

A comparison of 5,217 association 
records of daughters with those of 
their dams shows a gain of 3.9 per

ually being improved through the 
sires now used, but they might be 
improved much more rapidly if jp. 
telligently selected proved sires were 
used in every herd. For example, the 
daughters of 250 proved bulls gx. 
celled their dams by 7.2 per cent ip 
milk production and 10.9 per cent jn 
butterfat production. These gaing 
are about twice as great as thoge 
made by the 5,217 daughters of aver. 
age association sires. In both cages 
the dams were about equal in produe- 
tion, above 8,700 pounds of milk and 
above 350 pounds of fat. Sires mated 
with cows of average production, 
that is, with cows producing about 
4,500 pounds of milk and 180 pounds 
of butterfat increased the production 
of the daughters by more than 60 per 
cent in both milk and butterfat. 

Only the best proved sires can be 
relied on to increase the production of 
daughters over that of dams having a 
yearly production of 400 pounds of 
butterfat. The average dairy herd 
may double its production in two or 
three generations by the use of good 
proved dairy sires. 

High-producing cows are economi- 
cal in fhe use of feed, say the 
authors. A tabulation of more than 
100,000 individual-cow records showed 
that the cost of feed for cows produc- 
ing 9,000 pounds of milk a year per 
cow was only about 40 per cent more 
than for cows producing but half as 
much.

TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 
REPORT 


The July report from the U. S. De 
partment of Agriculture summarizing 
the tuberculosis eradication work 
shows that during that month 706,480 
head of cattle in 74,954 herds were 
tested, with a total reaction of 17,789 
head, or about 2% per cent. There 
are now, according to this report, 4 
total of 1,564,133 herds containing 12,- 
876.959 head that have passed clean 
tests. The total of fully accredited 
herds numbers 133.165, in which New 
York still leads by a substantial mat- 
gin of 36,867 herds. In the herds that 
have passed one clean test, Wiscon- 
sin has the greatest number of cattle 
with 1,514,928, Iowa, Michigan, Ill 
nois, Ohio and Minnesota following 
in the order named. There are, a 
cording to this report, now under st 
pervision 17,810,193 head in 1,848,819 
herds and the waiting list totals 
nearly five million head in almost @ 
half million herds.

opinions from Dr. E. V. McCollum, 
ot Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, the man upon whose work is 


based what now is known of vitamins 
and the newer knowledge of nutrition. 
Science has given much to the dairy 
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industry and received little in return, 
he said, addressing the meeting of 
California Dairy Council in San Diego, 
July 22nd. 

When Doctor McCollum began his 
research work twenty years ago he 
had no more interest in dairy prod- 
ucts than any other and was not 
aware that milk possessed unusual 
virtues as a food. But years of work 


by McCollum and other scientists 
disclosed that milk products and 
leafy vegetables are the best foods 
of all for making up any deficiency 
in the human diet. 

“Without any effort on your own 
part, you have been presented with 
an advertising feature such as no 
business ever had before, or will 
have again.

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this knowledge of nutrition, but the 
industry has not provided funds 
adequate to the opportunity. 

Other food industries have copied 
the Dairy Council idea, but have not 
always been ethical, nor have they, 
at all times, truly interpreted science. 
Some have seized upon a few isolated 
facts, favorable to themselves, and 
busily promoted only that part of the 
story which best suited their pur- 
pose. Some of these efforts really 
have amounted to deceit, he said. 
“The quacks are going just a little 
faster than we are.” He did not ad- 
vise any direct attack on quackery. 
“There is no use throwing another 
handful of dust into a place where 


there is a cloud already.” ' 
The dairy industry, in its nutri- 
tional work, is going in the right 


direction. but is plodding where it 
might easily run if Dairy Councils 
were better financed, he concluded. 





COUNTY HERD CONTEST 
AT AURORA 

An important annual feature of the 
Holstein show at the Central States 
Exposition, Aurora, Illinois, is the 
Medill McCormick Memorial Special 
Class for Illinois county show herds. 

This class is maintained by funds 
donated by Mrs. Medill McCormick, 
owner of Rock River Farms, and is 
fostered by the Illinois Holstein Frie- 
sian Association. It has proven to 
be an incentive to small exhibitors 
and commemorates the active inter- 
est taken by the late Senator Mc- 
Cormick in developing the Holstein 
industry of the State. 

Lake County took the first prize of 
$110 this year on the excellent herd 
shown in the acompanying photo- 
graph, headed by the three-year-old 
bull, Tower Hill King, owned by 
Carl E. Rudolph. The herd includes 
beside the Tower Hill bull an aged 
cow and a senior heifer calf from the 
Rudolph herd, a two-year-old heifer, 
a junior yearling heifer, a senior 
heifer calf and a senior bull calf from 
R. V. Rasmussen’s Elmwood farm, 
and a junior yearling bull owned by 
Chris Jensen. 

Ogle County was second with a 
herd comprised by animals from 
Rock River farms, Ray A. Keifer’s 
herd and Sinnissippi Farms. Third 
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and fourth places were close with Du- 
Page County winning over Kane 
County on a somewhat better bal- 
anced herd, while Boone County show- 
ed a very creditable herd in fifth 
place, which suffered slightly in the 
judging on account of lack of show- 
ring condition.

T. Simons, Secretary of the Texas 
Jersey Cattle Club, estimates that at 
least 250 dairymen will take this 
train. In Arkansas and Southeast 
Missouri parties are being organized 
and arrangements for special trains 
will be made later. One delegation 
from Oklahoma will consist of 260 
4-H Club members, extension work- 
ers and farmers. 


The special rate of a fare and one- 
half for_the round trip from almost 
all parts of the country will draw 
many similar delegations which have 
not been reported. The railroads in 
the South are offering such splendid 
co-operation in the way of rates and 
service that every locality which has 
a dairy interest is expected to organ- 
ize a party of farmers, dairymen and 
business men who want to see the 
big Exposition which is being held in 
the South for the first time. 


The fourth annual Farmers’ Cattle 
Judging Contest will be held at 
the National Dairy Exposition, 
Memphis, October 15th to 22nd. This 
contest is open only to farmers who 
have had no regular training in cat- 
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tle judging.

SMALL CHANGE IN FARM PRICES 

The general level of farm prices 
for July, held at 130, the same as for 
June, according to the United States 
Dept. of Agriculture. Only small 
changes by the several groups of 
products making up the general index 
of farm prices, were recorded. At 
130, the price level is 6 points below 
a year ago. 

Corn followed the upward move- 
ment which has been continuous 
since March, while all other grains 
turned downward from June to July 
15. The farm price of cotton con- 
tinued upward with cottonseed tend- 
ing to hold up just slightly better 
than last month. The heavy produc- 
tion of hay this season has resulted 
in a falling off in hay prices of about 
11 per cent since June 15. Hog prices, 
which have been declining since Feb- 
Tuary, gained about 2 per cent over 
a month ago. Beef cattle and veal 
calves prices were higher with lambs 
and sheep down slightly. The prices 
of eggs improved somewhat. 


CORN: Corn prices continued to 
rise during the past month, gaining 
4 per cent. Corn is the only grain 
crop the farm price of which has 
advanced since June 15. The increase 
came as the result of a combination 
of influences, chief of which is the 
low condition of corn on July 1 
caused by a very backward season 
and late plantings. The July 1 con- 
dition pointed to the smallest crop 
in the Corn Belt in nearly 15 years. 
The geographic division averages 
showed practically a constant rise in 
price. In the Pacific Coast States, 
however, the drop in corn prices may 
be explained in part by the supply of 
Argentine corn available at advan- 
tageous margins. Argentine corn 
apparently does not have the same 
effect on the farm price of corn in the 
East, probably because this imported 
corn does not enter as directly into 
the feed channels of the East as it 
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does in the West, and a large part 
of the imported corn on the eastern 
seaboard is ground in bond. Ameri- 
can corn apparently moves more 
easily to the East than it does to the 
Pacific Coast States. 

WHEAT: ‘The decline in wheat 
prices, as well as in most of the small 
grains was probably due to the effect 
of the new crop. Wheat prices 
showed more of a decline in those 
States where harvesting was the 
most advanced.

HOGS: The advance in the farm 
price of hogs of 2 per cent from June 
15 to July 15 came primarily as the 
result of decreased marketings dur- 
ing the early part of July. The ex- 
ceptionally heavy movement which 
obtained in May continued into June. 
June receipts were 9 per cent above 
June 1926. During the first part of 
July receipts fell below a year ago. 
With the peak of liquidation appar- 
ently past, some seasonal advance 
was expected.
